Four new wires through Canada 
and four by way of Williamsport bave just 
been completed to Chicago and the West. 
This gives the American Union control of six- 
teen wires forthrough business to the West 
and as many wires to Chicago as are operated 
by the Wesceru Union. The Southern route 
oftbe American Union by way of Augusta 
and Richmond will be finished next week. In 
addition to its present line by way of 


Chattanooga and Atlanta à branch 
from Charlotte to Wilmington, 
South Carolina, is also nearly 
completed. The companv’s line over the 


Fitchburg Railroad from Boston to Aibany 
bas just been completed, and the connection 
with Springtied, Mass., will be opened from 
this line in a few days. [tis stated that the 
company has more than two thousand men 
employed on its lines building to Chicago 
from the East and through Canada alone.

XLVI. CONGRESS. 


House. 


WASHINGTON, December 18.—There were 
many vacant seats to-day, owing to Sunday 
and Christmas. The morping hour having 
been dispensed with, the House went into 
committee of the whole, Mr. Regan in the 
chair, on the military academy bill. 

Mr. Forney, of Alabama, made a short ex- 
plana'i-n of tbe bill, which appropriates 
$ 322.135, after whicn it was read by sections 
for amendment. 

Mr. Conger moved to strike out the pro- 
vision allowing the Secretary of Warto as 
sign any officer of the srmy as professo 
of law attbe academy. There had been, he 
said, alluding to the Whittaker case, an 
exhibition made by the officer in charge of 
the examination of the colored cadet at 
West Point that was unworthy of any office in 
the service of the Government. 

Mr. Blount, Georgia, inquired to what 
office he had reference. 

Mr. Conger replied he referred to the officer 
who had been appointed to take charge of the 
interests of the cadets of the academy; 
to the officer who, instead of looking 
out for the rights in the persons injured, had 
became the public prosecutor. If this pro- 
vision was intendea to continue in power 


the policy which had been 
exbibited at the examining of a colored 
cadet, there were many people 
who would desire their rep - 
resentatives to withhold money 
from that institution absolutely 


and let it die. The amazing spectacle had 
been presented of an institution supported 
by the Government being ruled Sbv caste. He 
cared not whether the colored cadet had been 
the autbor of bis own mis- 
fortunes. An institution that would 
drive a man, goad a man, compel à man, by 
his isolation and his want of all human sym- 
patby, to resort to such measures, need- 
ed watching. He had merely desired 
to express bis inuignation at the spirit which 
bad prevailed at thatinstitution. A gallant 
officer was pow atthe head ofthe academy, 
und he hoped it would be redeemed and be- 
come sgain the pride and glory ofthe coun- 
try. The amendment was then withdrawn. 
Tb committee rose and reported 
the bill tothe House, when it was passed in 
the precise terms in which it had been re- 
poited from the Committee on Appropria- 
iiors. 

The House again went into committee, Hill, 
of Colorado, in the chair, on the consular 
and diplomatic appropriation bill. 

Sipgieton, of Mississippi, explained the 
provisions ofthe bill. It appropriates $1, - 
190,425, an increase of $10,000 over the bill 
of last year. 


JAY GOULD’S GREED. 


The Railroad Octopus Now Reaching 
Out for Newspapers. 
Special to the Pest- Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, December 18.—According to a 
morning paper here Jay Gould is a very am- 
bitious man, andif half the stories told of 
him are true, like Alexander he will soon be 
sighing for other worlds to conquer. He al- 
ready owns or controls more railway wileage 


than any man in the world, and now comes 
the report that be is buying the stock of news- 
papers so as to secure control of the Asso- 
ciated Press franchise to advance the interests 
of bis new American Union Telegraph Com- 
panv. It is no longer a secret that he either 
owns or bas under bypothecation an im- 
merse block of the Tribune stock, which holds 
the columns of that journal in check. Recent - 
iv, it is said, he purchased the eighteen shares 
of the Sun stock owned by the estate of the 
late Marsbali O. Roberts, for which he gave 
bis check for $46,000: and it has been re- 
peatediy asserted witnout an official denial 
that be is a large stockholder in the World. 
The latter statement is somewhat verified by 
ibe decidedly Gouldish tone of tbat journal’s 
„Wall Street Daily Gessip’’ articles. 

Now it is said that Mr. Gould is making an 
effort to secure stock in an evening paperand 
a daily commercial journal, which will give 
him five out of tbe eight Associated Press 
journals of this city with whivh to wage one 
uf bis relentiess campaigns. Even these pur- 
chases would not make him an entire master 
of the situation, but once in control of the 
local association in this city, ne would be in a 
position at least to force a pooling arrange- 
ment which would place his new telegraph 
company On an enduring basis. 

That something of a vastiv important char- 
acter is going on in this direction is shown by 
the rapid decline of Western§lU nion, a divid- 
end- paying stock, and the equally rapid en- 
bancement of the value of American Union— 
a non-dividend-bearing stock. Precisely 
what itis, Jay Gould will make known—when 
he feels like it. 


A Lawyer in Contempt. 

CHICAGO, December 18.—Chas. H. Reed, 
a prom‘nent lawyer, who is in contempt of 
the Probate Court on account of failing to file 
astatementof affairs of Irwin & Tate, of 
which he is guardian, and who was recently

— 22 — to file bis report. He is said to be 
sick at his residence.

Bradley county, came up to-day, and its con- 


sideration was posiponed until January 27. 
Toe postponement of the question has the et- 
fect to give the Republicans the organization 
and control ‘ofthe House of Representatives. 


Scarlet Fever and Diphtheria. 

NEW YORK, December 18.— The number of 
cases of scarlet fever reported last week was 
180 and of diphther ia 166. At noon to-day 179 
cases of scarlet fever had been reported, and 
157 of diphtheria. The number of deaths 
from these diseases this week is, from scar- 
let fever 37, diphtheria 48. Last week there 
were 38 deaths from scariet fever, and 55 from 
diphtheria. 


The Suspended Coffee Firm. -¢ 

NEW YORK, December 18.—The creditors 
of B. G. Arnold & Co., coffee importers, re- 
cently suspended, have appointed a commit- 
tee to inquire into the affairs of the firm. The 
statement of the assignee makes the liabilities 
$2,357,914, of which $884,650 are unsecured. 
The assets are $1,571,198. The individual 
assets of B. G. Arnold are principally in real 
estate of the nominal value of $715,000.

VALUE OF SAWDUST AS BEDDING, 


Many farmers claim that sawdust is not on- 
iy worthless as manure, but positively inſur- 
ioustothesoil. A farmer sends the follow- 
ing word in its favor: use k when I can 
wet it, and value it very highly for bedding 
the cow stable,as it will keep cattle cleaner 
than apy other bedding lknowof. It also 
makes the manure fine and meow, so that it 
spreads more eventy and mixes with the soil 
more like composted manure. I also use it 
in tbe hen-house for filling the nest-boxes, 
and onthe floor to mix with the manure, as 
it absorbs al! the ammonia and prevents the 
manure from sticking to the floor. 

For summer use it is not as good as dry dirt 
or sand in tne hen-house, because it tends to 
breed vermin, unless cleaned out and re- 

placed by afresh lot quite often. A smal! 
quantity of it thrown ito the privy vault will 
absorb all bad odors rising therefrom in hot 
weather. It is also one of the best dryers to 
enix with superphospbate. It makes it tine,so 
as to bandle well. I do not think sawdust is 
very valuable in itself as a fertilizer, vet it 
must be worth something. If it has no other 
value, it contains all the saline properties 
found in wood ashes, as weill as some nitro- 
ven, but these elements are in small quanti- 
ties and in a form which is unavailable for 
immediate use. 

Sawdust contains more nitrogen than straw 
bat less potash and phosphoric acid, and is 
probably nat as good as cut straw for bed- 
ding or manure, butitisa better absorbent 
of bad odors, and is usually cheaper than cut 
straw. I believe fts mechanical effect on the 
soilisexcellent, especially to lighten heavy 
clays.

He also begins to sbow by figures that the 
adoption of this new process in that county 
would add a quarter of a million of dollars to 
the income of dairymen. With skim milk 
cheese at six cents, he says he can increase the 
price to eight by the addition of lard. 

From one hundred pounds of fresh milk he 
takes four pounds of utter, and has eigaty 
pounds of pure sweet milk left. Tothis he 
adds one anda half pounds of pure leaf laid.

selling at eight cents a pound, or sixty-four 
cents, which he says is eleven cents more 
than the eighty pounds of milk would yield 
Ly the old process. He expects to usethe 
milk of 5,000 cows next year, and pay his pa- 
ey — more per 100 pounds for milk 
than heretofore. 

Thus he shows that larded cheese is a good 
thing for dairymen and manufacturers. As to 
the effects of this porco-bovine compound on 
the consumer, it is too early to speak. If the 
leaf lard has nod been exposed to any greater 
beat than is the leaf fat used in the manufac - 
ture of oleomargarine, then this larded cheese 
will be about as safe ao article of diet as raw 
ham.

BoILeD IcInG.-—-One pound of best white 
sugar, just moistened with water; strain when 
nearlv done, put it back, and boil till it drops 
from the spoon; have ready beforehand the 
white of one egg, well beaten, into which pour 
the sugar, stirring quickly; add lemon juice or 
citric acid, just a little at a time, to whiten 
and prevent it turning back to sugar. You 
may flavor with rose- water. Have the citric 
acid ready, dissolved in a little water ia a 
wineglass. The icing must be stirred long and 
constantly by a strong hand. 

ENGLISH PLUM PUDDING.—One pound of 
raisins after they are stoned, one pound of 
currants, one pound of suet finely chopped, 
one pound of sugar, one pound of flour, one 
pint of sweet milk, eight eggs, one-half ounce 
ef cloves, one-haif ounce of efnnamon, two 
nutmegs, a lemon and orange peel grated, a 
liule mace: place in a mold or pudding-bag 
and boii four or tive hours; when done stick 
top and sides with blanched almonds and cuts 
of citron: cover with brandy and send to the 
table lighted; eat with a liquid sauce season- 
eal with brandy. 

TRIPE FOR CONVALESCENTS.—About one 
pound of fresh (dressed) tripe; wash it in 
cold water, and cut into neat square pieces; 
take out nearly all the fat; put it into a bright 
stew pan, with half a teaspoonful of salt, the 
came of si, ted sugar and of fresh made mus- 
tard, and abouta pint of milk; boil up slow- 
iv, skim, then simmer gently for three hours; 
skim and stir frequently to prevent the tripe 
burning to the bottom; mix asmall desert- 
spoonful of Oswego flour with a winegiassful 
of cold milk, andstirin; simmer five min- 
utes; take out the tripe, place on a hot dish, 
pour the sauce overand serve immediately. 

MILK Sour.— Wash, pare, slice, and *par- 
voll one pound of potatoes; pour away the 
watel: skin and scald two onions, chop them; 
place the potatoes, onions, one teaspoonful of 
salt, and haifateaspoonful of pepper in a 
stew- pan, witb one quart of cold water; bring 
toa boil, and boil till quite soft (about a 
balf-hour): crush the potatoes and onions 
with aepoon till smooth; add one quart of 
new milk, and one ounce of crushed sago; stir 
continually till it boils, then boil forten min- 
utes.

He would strike one at 
first as being slightly effeminate, but he was 
not so; he was a bold, strong, capable man. 
In conversation—till the last ten years of his 
life—he was brilliant.

When he was in England he was greatly as- 
sisted and befriended by a learned professor 
of Oxford University, whose name I must not 
mention. ln return for this friendship Burr 
ruined bis wife. Six years afterwards Burr 
obtained a position for tbis professorina 
New York college for obvious reasons, and 
when they came overtothis city Burr also 
seduced their daughter, a lovely girl of seven- 
teen, whose contidence he bad won when she 
was a little gir) during his visit in England.

In due time the professor died, and 
Burr became a penniless outcast. Then 
this mother and daughter, in- 
stead of hating and spurning him, took 


bim and supported him during his last years 
by keeping a boarding-house down town.

Here his 
food and very medicine were paid for by tne 
two women on whom he had inflicted mortal 
injury fifteen years before.
